INQUEST. 


It was learned at the inquest held on 


Sunday forenoon that Mr. Hanks and his 
wifo did not live happily together, and 
that they had quarreled frequently about 
domestic affairs. On Saturday last the 
couple indulged in another quarrel, when 
Mr. Hanks assaulted his wife with a billy 
with which he struck herbehinel tho right 
car, making a sear and causing the blood 
tottow. He had a razor, and as he had 
threatened to bend her to her long home, 
it was believed that he intended to kill 
her; but in this purpose he wns frustrated 
The family gathered about the breakfast 
table on Sunday morning, and Mr. Hanks 
ate heartily. He told his sons that they 
needa't watch him any more, that IK 
didn't intend to do himself or any one 
else any harm. After leaving the tab! 
he told one of his sons to go and feed tut 
hogs and he would go to the old stable an< 
salt the horses. He took a cup filled witl 
salt and started alone toward the stable 
On the way he was observed to stoop an< 
pick up a rope halter with a ring tied t< 
one end of it. This he put into hi 
pocket as he walked along. He wa

The farmer had delil-erately hung hm 
self. He had used the rope-halter, whit 
was not much larger in diameter than 
bod cord. By slipping one end throng 
the ring, he formed a noose, and then tied 
it to the cross-pole above a stall. Climb- 
ing up one side of the stall, he had slip- 
ped the noose about his neck, and then 
loosened his hold on the stall and stran- 
gled to death in a few minutes. Had he 
repented of the act before death ensued, 
ho could have easily released himself, as 
the rope was short and beams were in 
easy reach of his arms. His feet were 
less than '20 inches from the floor of tho 
stable. Mr. Hanks was a powerful!} built 
mail. HP weighed over !»"» pounds, and 
it wiis with some difficulty thut he was 
taken down.

The maiden name of his 
first wife was Miss Campbell, whom he 
married when he was 18 years of age :'.! 
years ago. Miss Nye was the name ol 
his second wife. 


The family aud friends of the deceased 


are terribly shocked by the dreadful act 
of the man who had such a largo acquain- 
tance in this county, where lie has resided 
since his birth. His wife is inooiwol- 
lable. Tt is stated that she wanted to re- 
turn to her home several da}S ago, and 
that Mr. Hanks in replying had stated 
that he would take hei to her long home. 
No doubt Mr. Hnnks had contemplated 
suicide for several da} H. On Saturda} he 
called his youngest son to his wide and 
told him to lie a'(rood bo\, alid do the 
best he could for himself in this life, foi 
he would never live to laiso him.
